Members of the Palm Springs 
Housing authority, in regular ses- 
si i o n Tuesday evening, decided 
upon that name among the forty 
or more suggestions submitted in 
a month-long “name-it-contest.” 


THE WINNING SUGGESTION 
was submitted by Bill Rashall, 
member of the Desert Sun editor­ 
ial staff, who received the $25 
first prize. 
Barney Hinkle, president of the 
Authority, announcing the w in­ 
ning suggestion, said the board 
was unanimous in its choice of 
the name as a fitting memorial to 
a World War II hero at this time. 


HERBERT H. LINEAU, the son 
of Mr. and Mrs. Harold Lineau of 
the Village, was only 20 years old 
when the B-24 on which he was 
a gunner, was shot down Dec. 11, 
1944, while on a bombing mission 
over Germany. 
Mr. and Mrs. Lineau when ap­ 
prised of the decision of the A u­ 
thority expressed deep gratitude 
and granted permission for the 
use of their son’s nam .■ for the 
project.

dered War Assets Administration 
to release the 18 acres to the 
Palm Springs Desert School dis­ 
trict at once. 
“I expect that we will receive 
word of the transfer of the land 
to the school district within ten 
days or two weeks,” declared 
Mrs. Bennett.

^OYAL AMERICAN should be concerned these days 
with the security of our nation. Never before has there been such 
a need in this country for an informed public opinion. From it must 
come a united demand for a program to avert national and inter­ 
national disaster. 
Leading the way toward the formation and adoption of such 
a program is the plan submitted at the request of the President by 
a committee of nine eminent men and women headed by Dr. Carl 
T. Compton. It is given here in condensed form for the benefit of 
Desert Sun readers who may not have seen it elsewhere or are 
interested in reviewing it. There are six main points: 
1) 
A strong, healthy, educated population . . . A healthy 
economy must be founded on full production, full employment, and 
avoidance of both depression and inflation. Educational'opportuni­ 
ties must be improved and broadened on the theory that freedom 
depends upon enlightenment . . . We must have improved physical 
and mental health. Malnutrition, poor education, poor environmental 
factors and the resultant poverty, illness and crime are enemies as 
deadly as Hitlers and Tojos. 
2) 
Coordinated intelligence service . . . In a democracy an 
adequate, centralized intelligence service is especially needed. This 
should be augmented by a counter-intelligence service to prevent 
Fifth-Column activities and an information service to counteract 
the studied misrepresentations of our motives and acts. 
3) 
Research and development . . . Our very survival in the 
recent conflict was based on our development and use of new instru­ 
mentalities superior to those of the enemy. Conditions conducive 
to research must be provided. So long as war is a threat, develop­ 
ment must include better planes, ships and ordnance with which 
to meet and annihilate any aggressor. 
4) 
Industrial mobilization and stock piling . . . The discovery 
of new scientific principles and perfection will be of no value unless 
our scientific progress is matched by industrial preparedness for 
the problems of atomic war. Weapons must be available in the 
first critical hour of attack to be of any value . . . To insure con­ 
tinued production in the ease of an atomic bomb attack, plants and 
agencies must be dispersed or otherwise protected . . . Stockpiles 
of strategic materials from abroad or domestic sources that might 
be cut off should be built up. 
5) 
Regular armed forces . . . Indispensable factors to a sound 
security program are the Navy, Army and the United States Air 
Force. To the latter the commission looks for that swift, mobile strik­ 
ing force able to launch the most destructive possible attack without 
delay. The air arm is considered the first line of defense. 
6) 
Universal training . . . After six months of study, the com­ 
mission of experts arrived at the unanimous conclusion that uni­ 
versal training is the essential element in the program to safeguard 
this nation—and to enable us to fulfill our responsibilities to the 
cause of world peace and the success of the United Nations. These 
specific benefits were set forth by the committee: Shorten the time 
of mobilization in case of war . . . provide basic prerequisites for 
technical, specialized or unit training . . . make possible an effective

peace. Being Americans, it is our 
natural and generous impulse to 
feed and clothe those who can­ 
not help themselves. But also, as 
Americans, we reserve the right 
to know exactly where we are 
being led. Our people want to 
know what 
we have already 
spent 
abroad—what 
we 
have 
been committed to ship in wheat, 
coal, 
and 
other 
commodities'. 
They are entitled to know all the 
needs in plain English—without 
bureaucratic cover-up and double 
talk. 
For example, our people, who 
haven’t forgotten the scrap iron 
that was sent to Japan, want to 
know why our farmers couldn’t 
move their produce freely in 
1946 and 1947. The answer is pub­ 
lished in the Congressional Rec­ 
ord. 
The 
Russians 
purchased 
$115,000,000 worth of steel and 
heavy industrial equipment, in­ 
cluding 216 freight cars and 145 
locomotives during the first nine 
m onths of this year. They pur­ 
chased much more than that 
amount in 1946, and they have 
until 1957 to start paying the 
bill. 
There is another m atter that 
is troubling our people. They 
would like to know why Eng­ 
land and France have put in a 


request for 152,000,000 tons of 
our coal. The answer to that one 
was published also in a recent 
copy of the Congressional Rec­ 
ord. England is rich in coal mines, 
but the miners refuse to work 
more than 27 hours a week. The 
same goes for France. Thirty- 


five hours is tops in both coun­ 
tries, while here, in America, our 
people average more than forty. 


THE RUSSIANS hate our free 
enterprise system, yet they buy 
from us everything they can get 
their hands on. Why? 


The Marshall Plan will be de-' 
bated in Congress after the first 
of the year. Every citizen of 
America should read the debates 
carefully. We should be assured 
—if aid is given to foreign na­ 
tions—that those who accept it 
will set about to help themselves.

The Diplomatic Front 


Creation of Jewish State to Have Deep Effect 
On Mideast Power Structure; U. S. Gainer 


BY DONALD BELL 
(Copyright, 1947, Overseas News 
Agency, Inc.) 
N E W Y O R K (ONA) — The 
em ergence of a Jew ish state on 
Palestine soil w ill deeply influ­ 
ence the pow er structure of the 
w hole Near East. It is a decisive 
defeat of the A rab League, which 
w as founded largely to prevent 
such a developm ent, and it may 
in the long run, lead to its disso­ 
lution. 
Even more im portant, it 
is a great setback for British im ­ 
perial policy which tried to esta­ 
blish B ritain as the protective 
pow er of the A rab world. 
The 
huge area betw een Cairo and 
C alcutta is now in a state of fer­ 
m ent, w ith B ritish influence al­ 
most at the vanishing point. The 
big question in world politics is 
now: who will inherit G reat B rit­ 
ain's position in that crucial part 
of the world? 
T here is still a certain danger 
th at B ritain m ay attem pt to foil 
the recom m endation of the Gen­ 
eral Assem bly by tacitly backing 
' the A rabs in the next few months 
w hile 
liquidating her mandate 
over 
Palestine. 
This, however, 
would be most unw ise from a 
purely 
B ritish 
viewpoint. 
The 
A rab nations are m ilitarily weak 
and in no position to wage a suc­ 
cessful 
Holy 
W ar against the 
Palestinian Jew even with tacit 
B ritish support. 
The Jew s, on 
the other hand, are w ell organ­ 
ized, and they would fight with 
the courage given by despair and 
a reasonable expectation of being 
supported by the strongest na­ 
tions on earth which have just 
sponsored the establishm ent of a 
Jew ish 
state. 
If 
the 
British 
should com m it the suprem e blun­ 
der of encouraging A rab resist­ 
ance against the U nited Nations 
decision, they would simply suf­ 
fer 
another 
diplom atic 
defeat 
w ithout 
restoring th eir former 
leading position in the N ear East. 
For gratitude is a short-lived vir­ 
tue in international affairs, and 
the A rabs especially are not noted 
for practicing it. 
O rientals are 
more likely to turn ultim ately 
for protection to those powers 
w hich have proved th eir strength, 
and 
these are at present not 
B ritain but the U nited States, 
and, to a certain extent, Russia. 


ARAB RIOTS at this moment 
are the expected result of two 
decades of heated agitation. The 
A rab population has been worked 
up against Jew ish aspirations by 
unscrupulous propagandi ts \ h 
are now obliged to open a safety 
valve so as not to be blam ed by 
their misled com patriots for a 
policy 
that 
failed* 
But 
the 
shrew dest Arab politicians will 
soon realize that an unsuccessful 
Holy W ar will lead them no­ 
w here, and that a change of pol­ 
icy is due. 
They m ust try a 
reconciliation 
w ith 
the 
great 
pow ers and even find, after a 
certain 
cooling-off 
period, 
a 
modus 
vivendi 
w ith 
the new 
Jew ish 
state. 
The problem is 


som ewhat sim ilar to that which 
exists betw een India and Pakis­ 
tan, and it can only be hoped th at 
reconciliation will be achieved in 
Palestine w ith much less blood­ 
shed. 
The real problem before the 
Arab state is no longer how to 
stop Zionism, w hich soon will 
greatly be strengthened by the 
influx 
of 
Jew ish 
im m igrants 
from the G erm an and A ustrian 
DP-camps and by the establish­ 
m ent of a Jew ish adm inistrat- 
tion, but how to m aintain the 
precarious 
unity 
of the A rab 
League. Rivalries among the va­ 
rious A rab kingdoms and princi­ 
palities are great. Emir A bdullah 
of the T rans—jordan would like 
to swallow the rem aining A rabian 
parts 
of 
Palestine. 
King 
Ibn 
Saud does not w ant an extension 
of Transjordan power anyw here 
on the A rabian peninsula. As the 
Transjordan is a B ritish sphere of 
influence and Saudi-A rabia an 
im portant source of oil for the 
United States, this antagonism 
has an elem ent of international 
politics. 
Palestine's neighbors to 
the north, Lebanon and Syria, 
would like to extend their power, 
too, but they arc afraid of Iraq 
which is stronger and would like 
to expand to the M editerranean. 
The tru th is th at no A rab pop­ 
ular movement exists which could 
be compared to the Italian risor- 
gimento in the second half of the 
last century. 
There are ideolog­ 
ical differences betw een the Mos­ 
lems of Egypt and those of Saudi- 
Arabia, and both claim intellec­ 
tual 
leadership 
in 
the 
A rab 
world. 
D ynasties 
are 
battling 
each other. 
All this was over­ 
shadowed by the common strug­ 
gle against the establishm ent of 
a Jew ish state, but the tim e has 
come when the negative aim m ust 
be 
supplanted 
by 
som ething 
positive, and A rab nationalism 
has until now not been strong 
enough to forge all the A rabs 
into an entity. 
T hat is w hy the 
whole A rab m ovem ent, hitherto 
symbolized by the Arab League, 
w ill undergo a severe crisis once 
the major pow ers vv ill have back­ 
ed up their present UN decision 
by a show of force. 


THE COUNTRY that presum ­ 
ably will w in most in the long 
ru n is the U nited States. 
A m er­ 
icans alone have the m aterial 
w ealth which is needed for the 
eccncnic 
de\ ek p m en t 
of 
this 
backw ard area. 
They already 
have ;.n im portant foothold in 
Saudi-A rabia, and despite the in­ 
sulto against the A m erican flag 
in 
some 
N ear 
E astern 
cities, 
A rabs will be im pressed by U nit­ 
ed States pow er to impose a so­ 
lution of the age-old Palestinian 
problem. The other m ajor power 
w hich has sponsored the em erg­ 
ence of a Jew ish state, the Soviet 
Union, could only fill lh 
power 
vacuum left by the B ritish w ith­ 
draw al if a revolution upset the 
feudal system s prevailing in all 
A rab countries.

Chief Says Too 


Many Violate Law 


Must Stop for School 


Bus Going Either W a y 


He Reminds Motorists 


A renew ed cam paign to pro­ 
tect the lives of school children 
of Palm Springs was planned by 
George Bond, transportation su­ 
perintendent of the D esert School 
district following reports of some 
close calls due to thoughtlessness 
or carelessness of motorists on 
streets in the residential district. 


Bond again called attention to 
the state law w hich 
provides 
that m otorists m ust stop w hen 
approaching a stopped school bus 
from EITHER direction. 


"TOO MANY of them do not 
know that this is required,” he 
said. 
“Most of them know that 
they m ust stop w hen o v ertak in g , 
a school bus which has stopped 
to load or unload children but a 
lot of them don’t know that they 
are supposed to stop, too, if going 
in the opposite direction from 
the bus. 
“They figure they are on the 
other side of the street and can 
go ahead. 
The law requiring a 
stop in BOTH directions is of 
special 
im portance 
in 
P a l m 
Springs because a lot of our 
streets are so narrow .” 


TO DATE the district has been 
fortunate in that no serious acci­ 
dents have occurred. 
But w ith 
the school enrollm ent increasing 
steadily, 
more 
busses 
on 
the 
routes and increasing m otor tra f­ 
fic on all streets, extra precau­ 
tion is needed to m aintain the 
city’s record, Bond said. 
He is now considering the post­ 
ing of attractive signs on some of 
the streets w here traffic speeds 
along and which are used by 
school busses several times d u r­ 
ing the day. 
"But, in the m eantim e, eternal 
vigilance is needed to protce the 
youngsters,” he said.
